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1. SECURITY COUNCIL MET DURING MORNING AND AFTERNOON, SEPTEMBER 
29 TO HEAR SPEECHES ON VIETNAM ADMISSION FM UK, YUGOSLAVIA, 
MONGOLIA, CZECHOSLAVAKIA, CAMBODIA, POLAND, ROMANIA, BULGARIA, 
INDIA, SOVIET UNION, LAOS, CHINA, SWEDEN, JAPAN AND TANZANIA. 
SPEECHES INCLUDED THEMES SUCH AS VIETNAM'S BEING HIGHLY QUALIFIED 
FOR MEMBERSHIP, VIETNAM PARTICIPATION CONTRIBUTES TO 
UNIVERSALITY, AND EFFECTIVENESS OF UN.WEIGHT OF WORLD OPINION 
JUDGED TO FAVOR ADMISSION, FACT THAT USG STANDS ALONE 

AGAINST OVERWHELMING MAJORITY OF MEMBER STATES AS EXPRESSED IN 
UNGA RESOLUTION URGING FAVORABLE RECONSIDERATION OF VIETNAM'S 
APPLICATION BY SECURITY COUNCIL, AND CLAIMS THAT LINKAGE OF 
VIETNAM'S MEMBERSHIP TO ADMISSION OF ROK NOT JUSTIFIED, AND 
CONTRARY TO SPIRIT OF CHARTER AND UNIVERSALITY. 

2. SIX ADDITIONAL SPEAKERS ARE TO SPEAK IN THE SECURITY 
COUNCIL ON THIS ISSUE TOMORROW MORNING, SEPTEMBER 30, 

HOWEVER, IT SEEMS LIKELY THAT "FRIENDS OF VIETNAM" WILL 

PUSH FOR A VOTE IN SECURITY COUNCIL TOMORROW MORNING BEFORE 
THE FIRST COMMITTEE MEETING IN THE AFTERNOON TAKES UP, 
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ALGERIANS AND OTHERS TO REVERSE VOTING PRIORITY ON THE 
TWO KOREAN RESOLUTIONS. 

3. IN ITS SPEECH, YUGOSLAVIA REMINDED DELEGATIONS THAT "WHEN 
IT WAS THOUGHT, IN THE PAST, THAT THE SECURITY COUNCIL 

WAS UNDULY PREVENTED FROM EXERCSING ITS RESPONSIBILITIES, 
RECOURSE WAS FOUND THROUGH SUCH METHODS AS THE "UNITING 
FOR PEACE" RESOLUTION WHICH ENABLED THE GENERAL ASSEMBLY 
TO ACT INSTEAD." CHINA USED THIS OPPORTUNITY TO LOBBY 
STRONGLY FOR SUPPORT OF THE ALGERIAN, ET AL RESOLUTION ON 
KOREA. CHINA ACCUSED THE US OF NOT ONLY OBSTRUCTING 
THE ENTRANCE OF THE VIETNAMS INTO THE UN BUT OF ATTEMPTING 
BY ITS VETO TO DRAG INTO THE UN THE "PAK JUNG HI" CLIQUE 
IN ORDER TO CONTINUE TO OCCUPY SOUTH KOREA AND TO PERPETUATE 
THE DIVISION OF KOREA. JAPAN STATED THAT IT WISHED TO 
REAFFIRM ITS SUPPORT OF MEMBERSHIP FOR THE TWO VIETNAMS, 

THEN ADDED THAT JAPAN SINCERELY HOPES THAT THE SECURITY 
COUNCIL CAN ADDRESS ITSELF TO THE MATTER OF THE ROK 
APPLICATION FOR MEMBERSHIP AT THE EARLIEST MOMENT. THE 
SURPRISE OF THE DAY WAS THE SPEECH MADE TO THE SECURITY 
COUNCIL BY CAMBODIA'S FOREIGN MINISTER SARIN CHHAK. 

ALTHOUGH SARIN CHHAK SPOKE OUT STRONGLY ABOUT THE ROK 
NOT BEING QUALIFIED FOR UN MEMBERSHIP, HE INCLUDED LITTLE 
OR NO INVECTIVE AGAINST THE US. 

4. TANZANIAN PERMREP SALIM CONCLUDED DEBATE WITH 
EXTENDED AND SHARP ATTACKS ON THE US FOR ITS POSITION 
ON THE VIETNAMS ADMISSION QUESTION. HE URGED THAT 

US ALTER POSITION DESERVING OF "CONTEMPT" AND OPPOSED 
BY "ENTIRE WORLD." 
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
